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THE   INTERNAL  CLOCK 

The  ability  to  judge  intervals  of  time  is  a  basic 
mental  function.  In  order  to  learn  how  drugs 
affect  this  "internal  clock,"  SK&F  scientists 
use  a  test  in  which  a  monkey  must  hit  a  lever 
after  an  interval  of  20  seconds  to  obtain  food.
